Miss Gilbert likes her work and loves
the children she guides and guards.

Immigrants From Everywhere.
"Most of my wori is among the im-

migrant girls," she said. "They come
from everywhere. Every nation is
represented and their ages range from
14 years up. Occasionally there is
one younger even than that. But in
using the age l-- I recall a little Fin-
nish girl who came .ill the way from
her home country alone. She was la-

help them with their tickets, see thatthey get their meals and if they ar
compelled to stay over night. I take
them some place where they will be
well protected. It is necessary to look
after them while they wait in the sta-
tion between trains.

"There were two French girls hererecently. They could not speak any
Knglish but on the train a man had
tried to get them to so to restaurant
with him. They explained it all to
me in French. They withstood his ef-
forts to get them to go with him andthey were glad after I had talked with
them.

Goinjr to San Franclneo.
"Most of these immigrant girls go

to San Francisco or up into the north-
west. There are many of them that
are orphans who come over here to rel-
atives. Others have a father or per-
haps both parents in this country. The
girls have been left behind until such
time as the father could make suffi-
cient money to send for them. Then
they come over.

"Some of them have letters from
the travelers' aid societies in other
cities. To others I give letters so thatthey will be cared for and protected
on their journeys. Most of them come
through from New Orleans. The South-
ern Pacific railroad maintains agencies
in Europe and sells tickets direct from
those points to California and the
northwest. That Is why they come this
way. At New Orleans the traveler's
aid cares for them and gives them let-
ters. They always are glad to receive
what advice I can give them and they
appreciate it.

When Girls Are Robbed.
"Occasionally, a girl will come who,

on account of her confidence in people.
has been robbed of her money and
ticket. If the money loss is small, Imake it up out of what I have. If It
is too great for me to give, I refer
them to the "Woman's Charity associa-
tion and they are properly cared for.

"We see but few Italian girls. Very
few of them travel alone. One findsmany Italians coming in here every
day, many Russians, too, and a few
Hindus, but they arways travel ingroups and there are nearly always
men with them, who look after them.

"The most independent of all are the
Irish girls. With their pleasant smiles.
the blnsh of the rose in their cheek
and a touch of the Blarney on the end
of their tongues, they are engagingpersons and most likeable Some of
them bring their brogues with them.
Others, educated In English convents,
have no brogue at all.

An Irlih Girl' Case.
"One of the most interesting cases

I remember was that of an Irish girl.
She was but 18 or so and as happy as
a lark. I asked her why she had come
to this country end she said: 'Sure
an my family fir generations an' ns

worked in a facthory. I saw
nothin ahead o' me but that. I didn't
want to work In a facthory. America
is where Iverywan helps you up. I
wanted to come to America. My uncle

Help From Station Men.
"The men about the station are in-

terested in this work, too, continued
Miss Gilbert. "They want to help
along. They come to me often to of-
fer their services. I remember many
cases where they have done so but I
will just tell jou of one. There wasa poor Mexican woman here with two
children. Not a bite of breakfast did
they have. They wanted to get to
Sierra Blanca. so I bought their tick-
et and was taking them In to get some
breakfast when John Mershon, one of
the men here at the station stopped
me. 'No.' he said; "You buy their tick-
et and I will buy their breakfast," andhe whisked them away into the res-
taurant and bought thesi something
to eat while I 7s getting the tleket.They are all alike, these men thatwork here. rhcy are all ready andwilling to help when they think it isright and they have done much to help
me in this work."
